Seasonal adjustment Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 
normal scasonal variations from economic time series so the the effects of 
other influences are obvious. Seasonal variations are the systematic 
(though not necessarily regular) intra-year movements of economic time 
series. These are often the result of non-cconomic phenomena, such as 
climatic changes, and regular religious festivals e.g. Christmas and Easter, 


Trend Estimate Smoothing seasonally adjusted series produccs a measure of irend by 
removing the impact of the irregular component of the series. The trend 
estimates are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson weighted moving 
average to the respective seasonally adjusted scries. Readers are reminded 
that trend estimates are subject to revision as subsequent months’ data 
become available.

Unemployment Rate 


The trend estimate of the unemployment rate for 
Victoria decreased by 0.1 per cent to 8.7 per cent 
in January 1996 from 8.8 per cent in December 


1995. 


For Australia the trend unemployment rate 
increased by 0.1 per cent to 8.5 per cent in 
January 1996 from 8.4 per cent in December 1995. 


External Trade 


Imports mto Victoria decreased by 5.6 per cent, 
from $2,050 million in November 1995 to $1,937 
million in December 1995. Imports for December 
1995 were 2.4 per cent higher than in December 
1994. 


Exports (excluding re-exports) from Victoria 
increased by 13.8 per cent, from $1,221 million in 
November 1995 to $1,397 million in December 
1995. Exports for December 1995 were 20.5 per 
cent higher than in December 1994.
